Questions Raised and Under Discussion in 
Army Circles in Regard to the Command 
of the Army—General Schofield on the 
Presidential Prerogative as Commany 
der-in-Chief, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The somewhat 
strained relations that subsisted between 
the Secretary of War and General 
Sheridan, not personally, but with refer- 
ence to their relative official functions, 
may perhaps be inherited by the latter’s 
successor in the command of the army. 
General Schofield has been conspicuous 
in his opposition to Secretary Endicott’s 


famous order, issued in 1885, limiting to 


four years all details as aides-de-camp. 
He net only took ground like that of 
General Sheridan on this subject, which 
in turn foliowed that of some former 
heads of the army, but as late as 
February of the present year, he filed a 
protest with the President against the 
operation of the order as applied to Cap- 
tain J, P, Sanger of his staff. Thus the 
occasional friction between the War 
Office and army headquarters as to their 
relative jurisdictions seems likely 
enough to be kept up. On the other 
hand, it may be noted that, although the 
President sustained Secretary Endicott 
in the ccntention over Captain Sanger, 
personal good will was shown by allow- 
ing that officer to be retained for a time 
at Governor’s [sland on special duty 
after his detailas aide-de-camp had ex- 
pired. 

The main question of interest now is as 
to whether General Schofield will retain 
his present rank, or whether the grade of 
Lieutenant-General will be revived for 
him. This question, which may seem 
simple enough initself, is subject to a 
variety of influences tending to make its 
decision a matter of doubt. An army 
like ours does not need a Lieutenant- 
General in time of peace. Up to a con- 
siderable time after the end of the Mexi- 
can war the highest grade was that of 
Major-General, the salary paid to the 
senior officer commanding the army be- 
ing $6,000. 

One apparent exception occurred in 
the case of Washington, for whomia 
higher grade was created, although he 
did not exercise the routine control of 
the army, it not being intended to draw 
him from retirement at Mt. Vernon, ex- 
cept in case of war. In more!modern 
days we have seen the rank of Lieuten- 
ant-General conferred by brevet on Gen- 
eral Scott, in honor of the success with 
which he conducted the Mexican war. 
Like considerations caused the same‘rank 
and a higher one to be given to Grant, 
Sherman and Sheridan, the original pro- 
motion of Grant above the grade of Ma- 
jor-General being also of practical ad- 
vantage during the progress of the war. 
But wien the army was reduced to its 
present size, and peace had?been restored, 
nobody looked on the grades of Lieuten- 
ant-General and General as necessities, 
but as rewards of honor and emolument 


for exceptionally great soldiers. 
Several influences work in favor 
of reviving the grade of  Lieu- 
tenant-General as a yermanent 
one for the ranking oficer of the army in 


virtue of his command. One argument 
is that this will be the simplest way to 
preserve the present arrangement of 
divisions and depariments without com- 
plication. It is urged, for example, that 
General Schofield would not only have 
to assume command of the army as a 
whole, but also to discharge his present 
duties as commander of the military 
division of the Atlantic and also of the 
Department of the East. 
Lieutenant-General Sheridan, though 
for avery brief period, held the three 
commands spoken of for General Scho- 
field, as he also held temporarily the 
command of the army and of the Diyision 
of the Missouri. There 1s no reason why 
the senior Brigadier, General Miles, 
should not have command of one of the 
divisions, thus relieving General Scho- 
field of all but the command/of the army; 
and either two departments could then 
be consolidated or else a competent 
Colonel assigned to one of them. At one 


time two of the military divisions were | 


commanded by Major-Generals, and 
the third by a Lieutenant-General, 
thus showing that there is not 
need of a uniformity of grade in this 
matter. The movement to make the 
senior officer a Lieutenant+General for 
the sake of the office is likely to gain 
force. Were General Hancock still 
alive and Sheridan’s successor in com- 
mand, the sentiment in favor of his pros 


motion would be strong, but the antagons . 


ism between friends of Thomas and some 
friends of Schofield, growing out of the 
National campaign, is doubtless some- 
what prejudicial to the latter’s chances. 
Army officers, as a whole, would be likely 
to urge the revival of the grade of Lieu- 
tenant-General, first, because of its im- 
mediate lift through the successive vas 
cancies created, but chiefly because of its 
holding out a higher prize for all to aim 
at. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—General Scho- 
field, the ranking Major-General, speak- 
ing of the succession to General Sheri- 
dan, says: ‘Rank and commander are 
two entirely different things, but people 
outside of military cireles do not seem to 
think so. If an officer is a Brigadier- 
General, thutis his rank. It has been 
conferred upon him by and with the 


advice and consent of the Senate; 
but it doesn’t decide any thing 
about the assignment or command 


which may be given him. The President 
may put him in command of a depart- 
ment or even adivision; indeed he may, 
if he choose, detail him to command the 
army. The President may now designate 
a Brigadier-General to command the army 
in place of General Sheridan, but that 
assignment would necesitate some other 
changes. It would necessitate the retire- 
ment of three Major-Generals, or put- 


ting them on waiting orders, 
for no officer can command 
another of higher rank, The 


President, however, could order all thes? 
changes if he so desired. As a matter of 
fact, the President is Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army, and can do what he 
likes with it. Up tothe rank of Colonel 
officers of the army are promoted by 
seniority, but when you get above the 
line of Colonel, ranks and commands are 
all conferred by the President, at his 
pleasure, ’’

®urroundings That Are in Harmony With 
the Feelings of Mourners. 

Some of us, perhaps, may remember 
to have seen a cluster of many family 
graves in an uncultivated nook or dell 
of an old farm, where some of the less 
commercially valuable, but equally 
beautiful, original timber trees have 
been allowed to grow undisturbed till 
their very size makes the few brown- 
stone grave’slabs sdem: modest and 
nestling to the: ground, and where, 
the cattle having been kept out, the 
wood violet and other shy wild plants 
add their delicate charms, while they 
also mark the'pestreful seciusion'df the 
spot. Such simple and yet dignified 
rural furnishings ere in harmony with 
the purpose to which the place is ded- 
icated and to the feelings of the sym- 
| pathetic visitor to it, and leave the 
| imagination free 40 conjure up, if it 
| will, romantic visions of the past. In 

such a spot the thought might easily 
occur to one that here Was indeed a 
restful place in which to have laid 
away the mortal remains of a few of 
those weary human beings whose life 
struggle it was to subdue nature to 
their own aims, and yet who finally 
_ succumbed to her and whose remains 
| became a part of her. How much 
/more appropriate“to their lives are 
such graves, with such surroundings, 
than they would have been in some 
great cemetery, where their mod- 
est little grave-stones would have 
been put to shame by _— scores 
of big, staringly white Egyptian 
obelisks, broken-topped Greek col- 
umns, Roman urns, weeping Italian 
angels, Renaissance canopies, Gothia 
spires, and all the other kinds of 
showy monuments, and where all rest- 
fulness and seclusion are annihilated 
by rows upon rows and _ scattering 
swarms of factory-made, white mar- 
ble gravestones, all set up on edge so 
as to be as conspicuous as possible and 
looking as if they would be heaved’ 
rout of plumb by every frost. Such 
stones have, in fact, the very unmon- 
umental quality of being in a state of 
unstable equilibrium, And as if all + 
these white monuments and grave- 
stones were not enough to frighten 
nature into submission, innumerable 
fences are added, mostly of the sort 
which may be described as the ‘‘this- 
is-the-most-show-you-can-get-for-your- 
moncy” cast-iron fence. And, as iron 
rusts into a color which is somewhat 
harmonious with nature, such 4 catas- 
trophe is carefully avoided by paint- 
ing all ironwork a gloomy black, a 
vivid white, or by gilding it, like a 
cresting over a chromo tea store. The 
managers of cemeteries seem to be 
proud of these private fights with na- 
ture, and do all they can to aid and 
abet them with their mbbon gardening 
and by planting all the moat artificial- 
looking specimens of ‘‘nature’s bright 
productions” that skillful nurserymen 
can induce to grow. They have no 
limiting rules as to showiness, but are 
only too glad to sell lots to those who 
will spend most in making a show that 
will advertise the cemetery.—-J. C.

CHEMICALLY PURE GOLD. 

It Is Very Soft and Wears Away with Very 
Slight Friction. , 

“Ts that pure gold?” asked a pretty 
girl who was selecting a brooch in a 
Sixth avenue jewelry store. 

‘‘Most certainly,” answered the jew- 
eler, and the satisfied damsel bought 
the pin and departed. 

Turning to resume a conversation 
with an older customer he noticed a 
look of mild scorn direeted at him, and 
said half apologetically: ‘Of course 
that was not strictly true, but it was 
no lie. What she meant to ask was 
whether it was real gold and not an 
imitation, and I \answered her mean- 
ing truthfully, though I never saw any 
pure gold in my life that I know of. 
It has always been supposed until re 
cently that chemically pure gold was 
something that could not be produced, 
but some jeweler in Rhode Island is 
said to have discovered a process by 
which he does produce it, and it is now 
on the market. 

‘I donot see that it is a particularly 
valuable discovery, for gold without 
alloy would be as little durable as 
lead, or even less so. It is very soft, 
and would easily wear away with 
very slight friction. As a matter of 
business gold eighteen carats fine is as 
near as we ordinarily get to pureness. 
That is three parts gold to one of 
alloy. If less alloy than that is used 
the gold is less serviceable, but we do 
sometimes use it twenty-two carats 
fine."—N. Y. Mail and Express.

The Freedman’s Bank Bill.

Since the passage by the Senate 
of the bill to reimbuse depositors of 
the Freedmen’s Bank caused by the 
ailure of the company the comptroll- 
er of the currency, as ex olficio com 
missioner of said trust, has issued the 
following circular in reply to remon- 
strances received from white deposi- 
tors against that provision in the 
bill which limits the relief to deposi- 
tors of African descent: . 

‘The bill does-not in any way a'ter, 
impair, or affect'the rights of any 
depositor in the Freedmen’s Saving 
and Trust Company to his full share 
of the proceeds of the assets of that in. 
stitution. The corporatiou is in liqui- 
dation, and that liquidation will pro- 
ceed, and whatever is ultimately re 
alized will be divided among all de- 
positors who have proved their claim 
in acccordance with existing laws. 
The effect of the bill passed by the 
Senate will be, if it becomes a Jaw 
simply to make good to those for 
whose benefit exclusively the institu 
tion wes originally designed the differ 
ence between their share of the asset, 
of tle corporat on and the amount of 
deposits. This'is a pure gratuity from 
Congress to these people, and the dis- 
tinction in their favor rests upon the 
the unquestionable fact that none but 
person, of African descent. had any 
right to make use of the Freedmen’s 
Saving and Trust Company in any 
manner or to acquire by auy means 
any interest whatever in its assets 
Neither you nor any other white de- 
positors have any claim upon the 
bounty of Congress. You were bound 
to know the limitations of the charter 
of the corporation with which you. 
dealt, and therefore, to know that its 
officers could not lawfully take your 
deposit. lt is not now intended in any 
way toinflict upon white depositors 
any loss,any injury, or even any cen- 
sure. You have up to this;time been 
treated precisely Jike those depositors 
who could alone Jawfully make use of 
the institution, andI know of no 
reason why they should not_zontinue 
to be treated in the same way, so far 
as the assets of the corpotation are 
concerned.

AMERICAN PARTY TICKET 





GEN. JAMES L. CURTIS AND JUDGE 
JAMES |. GREER NOMINATED. 





Some of the Delegates Withdrew From 
the Convention on Accouut of New 
York’s Representation—Order of Busi- 
ness for the Senate—Washington News. 
WaSHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The American 

party’s convention resulted in a split. When 

the convention reassembled the committes 
on platform made a further report, recom- 
mending that each state and territory repre- 
sented be allowed one vote in the convention 
for each congressional district and two at 
large. Judge Church submitted a minority 
dissenting report. ¢ 

The New York delegates vigorously pro- 
tested against the adoption of the report. 
Governor Sharp offered a resolution pledg- 
ing the convention to nominate independent 
candidates for president and vice president. 
A long discussion followed, during which it 
was intimated that the New York delegation 
was in somebody’s pay. The previous q ues- 
tion being called for, Governor Sbarp’s mo- 
tion was put and carried by an alo »st unani- 
mous vote, 

A substitute motion that New York be al- 
lowed one vote in the convention for every 
two delegates present from that state was 
lost by a vote of 39 to 49. 

The Hawley resolution, allowing a con- 
gressional representative, was taken up. The 
roll being called the resolution was lost by 


43 to 49. 

The Illinoie delegation then announced 
that inasmucb as it came here to participate 
in a National convention, and not a New 
York state convention, it would withdraw, 
and left the ball. The Pennsylvania, Ver- 
mont, Wisconsin and several other delega- 
tions also left. The New York and Cali- 
fornia delegations were about the only ones 
which remained. A recess was taken until 


7 p. m. 

* the evening the New York, California 
and other delegations which remained in 
possession of the convention hall adopted a 
plan of representation, whereby New York 
secured thirty-eight votes, or one for every 
two delegates present, and the other dele- 
gates presentone each. The majority report 
of the committee on platform and resolutions 
was adopted. 

It favors the abolition of the naturaliza- 
tion laws, demands that no_ criminais, 
paupers or insane persons shall be allowed 
to immigrate, and that in order to become 
an emigrant to the United States a man 
must satisfy the consul at the port from 
which he wishes to sail that he does not 
come under the prohibited classes and must 
pay a per capita tax to the consul before 
sailing. It declares infavor of prohibiting 
immigration of all persons not in sympathy 
with the government of the United States; 
against alien ownership of land; in favor of 
free technical schools for American children, 
and in favor of the expenditure of the sur- 
plus for the building of fortifications and 
naval vessels. 

Gen. James Langdon Curtis, of Connecti- 
cut, was nominated for president of the 
United States, receiving 45 votes to 15 for 
Mayor Hewitt, of New York, and 4 for Gen. 
Negley, of Pennsylvania. The New York 
delegation voted solid, 48 votes, fer Curtis, 
New Jersey cast 4 for Curtis, and Virginia 3; 
California, Maine and Maryland voted for 
Mayor Hewitt, and Kansas and Texas voted 
for Gen. Negley. 

Judge James I. Greer, of Tennessee, was 
nomiuated for vice president, and the oon- 
vention at midnight adjourned sine die. 


America to Search for Stanley. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—One of our naval 
officers, Lieut. Mason A. Shufeldt, just re- 
turned from China, is arranging for a year’s 
leave of absence, in order to organize an 
expedition to go in search of Stanley, from 
Zanzibar, for which point he expects to start 
the last of the present month. Lieut. Shu- 
feldt isa son of Rear-Admiral Robert W. 
Shufeldt, who made the treaty with the king 
of Corea, and is possessed of the same spirit 
of restless love of travel and exploration 
that has characterized his father, whom he 
accompanied about the world. He has ex- 
plored Madagascar and is already familiar 
with the native tongues on the Zanzibar 
coast, The British consul there, Sir Henry 
Kirk, is his warm friend. He expects him- 
self to furnish part of the expense of the 
expedition, to which other interested persons 
will contribute, He is just thirty-four years 
of age and has a rugged oonstitution, 


Senate and House Proceedings.

The fisher- 
ies treaty was taken up to be considered by 
sections, and at 5:5) p. m., the senate 
adjourned. 

n the house the fortificatien bill was 
passed. The resolution to assign a date for 
general pension legislation developed on a 
vote that no quorum was present, and re 
sulted in a call of the house. The Oklahoma 
bill failed of consideration for the same rea 
son. The deficiency bill was next retired on 
the point of no quorum. At 4:15 p. m. the 
house adjourned. 


The Order of Business. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The action of the 
Republican caucus in arranging an order of 
business was submitted by Senator Sherman, 
chairman of the Republican caucus com. 
mittee to Senator Harris, chairman of the 
Democratic committee, Senator Sherman 
stated to a representative of the United 
Press that no agreement had been reached, 
further than that the senate should dispose 
of the fisheries treaty, the bills for the ad- 
mission of new states, the tariff and the 
southern elections question. The other mat- 
ters to be considered, he said, were unim- 
portant and they would be taken up as 
occasion presented itself. 





The Head of the Army. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The senate com- 
mittee on military and militia has author- 
ized its chairman to prepare a bill giving te 
the major general of the army all the rights, 
privileges and powers that have been en- 
joyed by the general and lieuteuant general 
of the army when those offices existed. This 
action is taken 80 as to enable the major 
general to fill those special assignments 
which by law fallto the head of the army 
and which are not provided for otherwise by 
statute. 





Epidemie Disease Fund. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—By decision o: 
the senate committee on epidemic diseases, 
Chairman Harris asked the secretary of the 
treasury what amount he has on hand to be 
applied to the suppression of epidemic dis- 
eases.

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FARMING IN CAPE CUOLONY. 


APicture of Agrieultural Life and Condi- 
tions in South Africa. 

‘At six o’clock each morning—earlier 
in summer—after Sallie, our little 
Kaftir maid-of-all-work, has brought to 
each of us, while in bed, the matutinal 
cup of coffee, without which,no Cape 
farmer, British or Dutch, begins the 
day, one of our mmber rises and goes 
to the adjacent kraal to count the 
goats as they issue forth in charge of 
their Kafiir herds to pasture on the 
meuntain veldt. N*’quami, our groom, 
a long, lithe, dGaftire from @alekaland, 
more commonly known as.John, has 
slaughtered at the bhaek of the house 
(a single-storied, brick-built messuage, 
flat-roofed and white-washed, and 
near a perennial fountain) the goat 
which each day is sacrificed for the 
needs of our household, and the kid- 
neys, fry and a chop or two are grilled 
for breakfast. Ifoney, found in abun- 
dance in the rocks around us, takes the 
place of marmalade. Breakfast ‘over, 
one of us rides off to the shallow kloof 
three miles further away in the mount- 
ains, where our horses and mules are 
run, under the care’‘of Tobias, our 
Dutch servant. Another of us busies 
himself marking goats, whilst a third 
(there are three of us—one married) 
takes on his back a dead kid well 
primed wfth strychnine pills, meaning 
to deposit it in.a small kloof across the 
valley for the benefit of one of the 
numerous leopards which infest our 
farm. This is the only method of 
keeping down these night marauders, 
which do cruel execution on our flocks 
and foals. Then attention, must be 
given to the little patch of alluvial land 


by the dry river-bed, where we grow. 


sufficient grain for our wants, and odd 
A gun or rifle 
is usnally carried: for game, feathered 
and furred, is plentiful, and is ever a 
welcome change from the monotony of 
goat-flesh. Meanwhile the wife of the 
Benedict amongst us is busy superin- 
tending the washing, cooking and 
other matters of domestic economy, as 
well as the education of her little 
fair-haired girl, our pride.and delight. 
Katje, our cook, a yellow lady of 
mixed “fac® (Hottentot, Kaftir and 
Bushman intermingled), attends to 
the baking of*our ‘cookies,’ cakes of 
unleavened meal which usurp the 
place of bread, and which are baked 
—and ecapitally baked, too—in a hole 
in the ground, heated in the native 
fashion. If we -do not make money 
nowadays as we did a few years since, 
when the railways, were being built, 
we live in a rude plenty; meat in 
abundance is. ours, dried. .fruits— 
quineces and peaches, excellent when 
stewed—bought from the Boers who 
pass us occasionally with wagonloads 
of produce; oranges and grapes in 
season from the. irrigated’ farms of 
Boers out beyond the Poort, whence 
we emerge from our mountain home, 
and porridge of-pounded “mealies and 
milk occasionally. Goat's milk we 
have in -plenty, but ,no butter or 
cream, for cows and oxen do not flour- 
ish upon zuul ‘veldt. . «<vame 
abonnds “Wy ith ugs Our thountains sup- 
port séveral kinds of antelope—the 
killspringer, rhebok ofstwe‘sorts, vail 
and rool (gray. and. red},“tluykerbok, 
and an occasional skeodoo:' the latter 
one of the noblest-of the South African 
fuuna, Carrying magnificent» spiral 
horns and Weighing. from. four hun- 
dred to five hundred, pounds?—S¢, 
Jees’ Gazelle.
